is expelled. Phyficians in all ages 
have complained of this formidable 
enemy, as yielding with certainty to 


no known remedy. ‘The curiofity 


of the public has long been excited 
with refpeé&t to the Morat method of 
. treat- 


»F the different worms that are. 
y occafionally met with in the ~ 
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treatment. A Swifs phyfician of the 
name of Herrenfchwand, more than 
twenty years ago, acquired no little 
celebrity by diftributing a compofi- 
tion of which he ftiled himfelf the 
inventor, and which was probably of 
the fame nature as Madame Nouffer’s. 
Several very eminent men, as T'ron-— 


chin, Hovius, Bonnet, Cramer (a) 


and others, have written concerning 


the effects of this remedy. It feems 


that Dr. Herrenfchwand ufed to give 


a powder by way of preparation, the. 
night before he adminiftered his fpe- 
~ cific. Nothing could be faid with 


certainty concerning the compofi- 


tion either of one or the other. The 


treatment was faid fometimes to pro- 


- duce the moft violent effects, and to

now that we are acquainted with. 
Madame Nouffer’s method, that 
thefe effe&s were occafioned wholly 
by the purgative bolus. It is not 
‘ftrange, that refin of {cammony ,or 
jalap, combined with mercurius dul- 
cis and gamboge, all of them in 
ftrong dofes, fhould in many fub- 
jects occafion the greateft diforders. 
- Itfeems likely, ‘see that much of 
the fuccefs of the remedy depends on 
the ufe of a draftic purge. Some of 
the ancients who were acquainted

jalap alone (c). Dr. Gaubius knewa 
woman who had taken a variety of 
antihelmintic remedies without any 
effect, tho’ fhe had voided a portion 
of Tenia an ell and.a half long, pre- 
vious to the ufe of thefe medicines : 
but at length, after taking a purge, 
_of fingular ftrength, fhe voided the 
worm entire. Many other inftances 
of the fame kind are to be met with 
in authors. Other remedies have 
_ occafionally been given with fuccefs.

In Gredens” it has been a practice to 


drink feveral gallons ‘of cold water, 


and then to take fome draftic purge. 
Boerhaave fays, that he himfelf faw 
a Tenia, meafuring three hundred 
ells, expelled from a ‘Ruffian by 
means of the vitriolum martis (d).

the _prefs here, and that trecentarum fhould be read 
éricenarum ; altho’ Baron Haller who publithed the 
edition from which I take this quotation, has not 
noticed it amongft the errata. Even thirty ells will 
_ perhaps feem an incredible fize to the reader who is 
a ftranger to the Tenia; and yet there are very refpec- 
Gable authorities to prove its having been fometimes 
voided of that length. In the memoirs of the academy 
ef {ciences at Paris, A. 1709. mention is made of a 
Tenia that meafured 165 feet. Dr. Rofen, late fir 
phyfician to the king of Sweden, has given an ac- 
count in the Stocholm memoirs, of a Tenia more 
than eighty feet long, (See Biblioth. raifon. for 1748.) 
Tulpius (Obf. 42. L. 2.) faw fragments of a worm 
‘of this fort, that meafured above twenty ells. Many 
other inftances of the fame kind might be quoted, but 
{ prefume thefe few will be fufficient, 
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 Allthefemethods, however, have been 
too often ineffectual. 


Many learned writers have im- 
agined that the Tenia is not a fingle 
worm, but a chain of lefler worms 
or afcarides linked together in a 
continued feries. The ftru@ure of 
- the Tenia cucurbitina feems to have 
given rife to this opinion, and it 
is remarkable that this worm has 
been confounded with the Tenia 
lata, by almoft all the ancient phy- 
ficians, and by many of the moderns, © 
Platerus feems to have been the firft 
writer who diftinguifhed them pro- 
perly. They are indeed very dif- 
ferent from each other. 


The Tenia cucurbitina probably 
3 derives its nourifhment through its 
many 


=e 
many little marginal orifices. Where-. 
as the Tenia lata has a common 
mouth in its filament or thread ; it 
feems to have no marginal orifices, 
and its longitudinal vein is capable 
of being injected. M. Winflow found 
means to fill the whole of this vein 
with a coloured liquor, and Dr. De 
‘Haen introduced a very minute filver 
tube, as far as he pleafed, into it, inthe © 
human Tenia, without injuring it, 
altho’ this could not be done in the 
canine Tenia (e). This difference 
in the organization of thefe two. 
worms might be fufpected of making — 
fome difference in their reproductive | 
power, did not experience prove 
them to be both equally capable of 
this. Even the earth worm which

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The reproduction of the earth 


worm, fays M. Bonnet, is much 


more furprifing than that of the 
polypus, as being of a fize infi- 
nitely greater, and much more 
complicated in its ftruéture. We 
find init a large apparatus of vif- 
cera, veflels, mufcles, &c. It 
has blood, and that blood circu- 
lates. But above all, it is an her- 
maphrodite ; it unites the organs 
proper to both fexes, and thefe 
organs, are of the moft exquifite 
ftru@ure. The earth worm, tho’ in 
appearance the loweft of animals, 
might exhauft the induftry of the 
moft fagacious obferver, who with 
the fteadinefs of a philofopher,

Tenia to be made up of a number of 
afcarides accidentally linked toge- 
ther to form one long compound 
worm, it was becaufe they could 
have no idea of the great and won- 
derful truths, which have been fince 
difcovered by M. M. Trembley, Bon- 
net, Spallanzani, Necker and others. 
And yet it is remarkable that M. 
Andry who publifhed his Zraité fur - 
la Generation des Vers, many years 
before the properties of Zoophytes 
began to be known, has the follow- 
ing expreflion.  * The Tenia or 
oe folitary Worm breaks eafily in

It is an obfervation made by that 
ingenious anatomift Mr. John Hunter

for its continuance ; and in propor- 
tion as animals have lefs of brain and 
circulation, the living power has

felf; and in many animals there is 
no brain nor circulation, fo that this 
power is capable of being continued. 
equally by all the parts themfelves, 
M. Bonnet has remarked, that we can | 
difcover no marks of circulation, ei- 
ther in the freth water polypus or the — 
Tenia (4), and therefore, both thefe 
may be confidered as approaching 
very nearly, to the nature of plants. 


From what we now know of ani- 
mal reproductions, it feems probable, 
that the Tenia is very often multi- 
plied, by being accidentally feparat- 
ed into two-or more portions, while 
it remains in the body.

The Worm (flate 1) which occafions 
thefe accidents, is long and flat, com- 
pofed of many very fhort rings that are _ 
articulated to each other; and has a 
kind of vein running through its whole 
length, (plate 1. a.) which is more or lefs 
apparent.—This has occafioned the Ger- 
mans to give it the name of flat /pinous 
Worm; It is not always of the fame com- 
plexion, fometimes it appears of a blueifh 
or reddifh, and fometimes fimply of a 
white colour; now and then it manifeifts 
itfelf only by a fpot, which is to be per- _ 
ceived in the middle of each ring: in | 
fome of thefe Worms this fpot is of a 
blackifh colour, in others of a colour more 
tending to white; and it rifes into a very 
{mall prominence on each fide, that is 
not eafily apparent however to the naked 
eye. The tail (gs) or pofterior end has 
never been capable of examination hither- 
to, becaufe the Worm breaks, and the 
patients void portions of it occafionally,

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either naturally or by the means of various 
remedies. Its body (c) which is ufually 
feveral ells in length and flattened like a 


ribband, becomes gradually narrow to- 
wards its upper extremity and at length 


a terminates in a {mall thread like appear- 


ance (p) of a foot or more inlength. The 
_ point (£) which to the naked eye appears 
very minute, when examined by the lens 
feems fomewhat bulbous, and when view- 
ed through a microfcope that magnifies 
powerfully, is found to be the head of the 
Worm, and is terminated by four horns of 
unequal length, which are perhaps the 
channels through which the animal derives 
its nourifhment. The body of the Worm 
extends itfelf throughout the whole intef- 
tinal canal, and often reaches even to the 
anus. It has been named Solztary Worm (Ver 
Solitaire) becaufe there commonly exifts 
_ only one in the fame fubject; fometimes 
however, two of them are found together ; 
and fometimes, after the expulfion of the 
firft, there regenerates a fecond. It is by 
no means eafy toremove this Worm; the

ufed in phyfic, bring away portions of it, 
which we are always obliged to break, 
in order to feparate them from thofe 
which remain behind; it feldom happens 
that they effect a compleat cure.

lars, is equally met with in the inteftines 
of animals, and occafions the fame fymp- 
toms. This laft (plate 2.) will be dif- 
tinguifhed from the preceding one, by 
having neither the appearance of a head, 
nor of a longitudinal vein: its rings are 
much longer than thofe of the folitary 
Worm, and are ftriated through their 
whole length, being furnifhed only with 
a little lateral prominence. Thefe rings 
are eafily detached from each other, fo 
that they appear as fo many diftinét 
worms, which have each of them life 
and motion, independent as it were, of 
the reft. Without examining this mat- 
ser minutely, it will be fufficient to ob- 
ferve here, that the form of thefe rings 
when view’d together varies confiderably. 
Thofe of the upper extremity (s) are 
much more compleat, fhort, narrow and 
_ thin, than thofe lower down; the rings 
gradually becoming longer as they ap-

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proach the lower end.(c) Thefe rings are in 
fhape not unlike the feeds of gourd, and 
hence it is often called Gourd Worm, (Ver 
de Courges) Vermis Cucurbitinus. Like the 
other it is feveral ells in length, and is 
never voided whole, but by detached 
portions which fall of themfelves. The 
fymptoms excited by the prefence of this 
Worm being the fame as thofe that are 
produced by the Solitary Worm, the in- 
fpeCtien of the portions that are difcharged, 
is the only fure way to afcertain its {pecies. 
We may very properly add too, that, fuch 
an infpection is the only certain proof of 
_ the exiftence of any Worms whatever in 
the fick body, becaufe the fymptoms they 
excite and which we have related, may 
oe on other caufes, 
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“Methods of deftroying and expelling 
thefe Worms have been fought for in 
all ages. The works of the ancient 
a ae: abound with receipts in this 
way. Some of thefe are flill employed, 
but with little fuccefs. Others are 
either wholly forgotten, or by being 
ame f combined, form the bafis of 
| fome 
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fome of the fecret remedies which have 
been extolled for the cure of this difeafe. 
Amidft thefe there is one which feems to 
merit a particular attention. Madame 
Nouffer, of Morat inthe canton of Berne, 
who has adminiftered it for twenty years 
patt, after the inftructions and example of 
her hufband, has had fo conftant a fuc- 
cefs, that fhe not only drew tohera great . 
number of patients from Switzerland, but 
‘even from other countries and from the 
north of Europe, who went to her in fearch 
of a cure by the advice of the moft re- 
{pectable phyficians. The prince Bara- 
~ tinfki, of Ruflia, experienced the utility 
of it in October laft, and difcharged, the 
day after his arrival at Morat, a Tenia 
perfectly whole and four ells long. This 
Nobleman, fix months after his return to 
Paris, perceived that he had a fecond 
Worm. Madame Nouffer at his requeft 
came from Switzerland to Paris, and gave 
him, under the direction of M. de la Motte 
his phyfician, a frefh dofe of the {pecific, 
which in fifteen hours procured an expul. 
fion of another Tenia, as entire as the 
firft, and of much greater length, for this 
‘ laft

laft meafuredeightells. The fame reme- - 
dy was afterwards adminiftered to other 
perfons with the fame fuccefs, and went 
fo far as to mitigate without any difagree- 
able confequence, in a young perfon of 
a very delicate and irritable habit, fome 
fymptoms which had led her phyficians 


to fufpect the exiftence of a Solitary 
* Worm. 


’ His maiefty having beén informed of 
the celebrity and efficacy of this reme-~ - 
dy, was induced to make the acquifition 
of it from Madame Nouffer; we -were 
therefore directed by M. Turgot, comp- 
troller-general of the finances, and by 
M. Trudaine, intendant of the finances, — 
to examine and verify its effects, and to 
make it public.—In confequence of this

vi | ADAME Nouffer requires of 
her patients no particular prepa- 
ration till the day before they are to take 
the remedy. ‘That day they are to avoid 
all aliment after dinner, till about feven 
or eight o'clock at night, when they are 
to take the foup No. 1; about a quarter 
of an hour after this, fhe gives them a 
bifcuit and a glafs of white wine, either 
pure or mixed with water; fhe even 
gives water alone, to thofe who have not 
been accuftomed to wine. If the patient 
has not been to ftool that day, or is natu- 
rally coltive, (which i is not ufual however 
with patients in this way) Madame Nouf- 


fer 
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fer direéls the ufe of the clyfter No. 2. 
after which the patient is to go to bed. 


Early the next morning, about eight or 
nine hours after the fupper of the occa- 
fions, evening, the patient takes the f{pe- 
cific No. 3. in bed, and to avoid the nau- 
fea which this medicine fometimes occa- 
fions, it will be right for him to chew 
lemon or fomething elfe that is agreeable _ 
to him, or he may wath his mouth with 
any thing he likes, but he mutt be careful 
not to {wallow any thing. He may like- 
_ wife fmell to vinegar, to check the fick- 

ne{fs; but if, notwithftanding all his ef- 
forts, the naufea continues, and he is o- 
_ bliged to throw up the fpecific, it will 
- be right for him to take a frefh dofe of it, 
as foon as the ficknefs 1s gone off, and then 
he fhould try to go to fleep. About two 
hours after this, he muft get up and take 
the purging bolus No. 4. at one or two 
different times, wathing it down with 
one or two difhes of weak green tea, and 
walking afterwards about his chamber.— 
When the bolus begins to operate, the 
C2” patient 
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patient is defired to take a difh of the 
fame tea occafionally, until the Worm is 
expelled; then, and not before, Madame 
_Nouffer' gives him broth or foup, and he 
is direéted to dine as is ufual after taking 
phyfic, After dinner he may either lie 
down, or walk out, taking care to con- 
duct himfelf difcreetly, to eat but little 
fupper, and to avoid every thing that is 
not of se digeftion. 


The cure is then compleat, but it is not 
always effected with the fame quicknefs 
in every fubjeG&t. He who has not kept 
_ down the whole bolus, or who is not fuf- 
ficiently purged by it, ought totake four 
“hours after it, from two to eight drachms 
of Epfom Salt diffolved in boiling water. 
_ The dofe of this falt may be varied ac. 
_ cording to the temperament and other 
circumftances of the patient. 


If the worm fhould not come away in 

a bundle, but in the form of a thread 
_ (which particularly happens when the 
‘Worm is involved in much tenacious 
| | mucus) 
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mucus), the patient muft continue to fit 
upon the clofe-{tool without attempting to | 
draw it away, drinking at the fame time 
warm weak tea: fometimes this alone is 
not fufficient, and the patient is obliged to 
- take another dofe of purging falt, but with- 

out varying his pofition till the Worm is 
wholly expelled. 


It is unufual for patients who have kept 
down both the f{pecific and purging dofe, 
not to difcharge the Worm before dinner — 
time. This however fometimes happens 
when the dead Worm remains in large 
bundles in the inteftines, fo that the foeces 
becoming more hmpid towards the end 
of the purging, pafs by it without draw- 
ing it with them. The patient may in 
this cafe eat his dinner, and it has been 

obferved that the food, joined to the ufe 
of aclyfter, has brought about the ex: 
pulfion of the Worm, 


Sometimes the Worm is brought away 
by the a¢tion of the {pecific alone, before 
the patient has taken the purging bolus; — 

when | 
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when this happens, Madame Nouffer gives 


only two thirds of it, or fubfiitutes the 
falt in its flead, 


Patients muft not be alarmed by any 
fenfation of heat or uneafinefs they may 
feel during the action of the remedy, 
either before or after a copious evacuation, 
or juft as they are about to void the 
‘Worm. Thefe fenfations are tranfitory, 
and go off of their own accord, or by the 
affiftance of the oe of vinegar drawn 
in at the nofe. 


They who have vomited both the fpe- 
cific and bolus, or who have kept down 
only a part of them, fometimes do not 
void the Worm that day. Madame 
Nouffer therefore directs them to take 
again that night the foup No. 1. the 
wine and bifcuit, and if circumftances re- 
quire it the clyfter No. 2. if the Worm 
does not come away during the night, fhe 
gives them early the next morning ano- — 
ther dofe of the fpecific, and two hours 
afterwards, fix drachms or an ounce of 


purging.

The Solitary Worm is the only one on. 
which Madame Nouifer’s remedy has any. 
certain effect ; altho’ it may’be confidered 
as being very ufeful againit , the Tenia \ 
Cucurbitina ; fhe thinks it right, however, . 
to obferve that this laft is much more dif- 
. ficult to expel, and that to effect.a cure, — 
the procefs muft be repeated more or lefs 
frequently, according to the conflitution : 
of the patient, 

After 
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After this declaration, the 23d of June 
was fixed on, for making the firft trial 
with Madame Nouffer’s remedy. That 
lady aflifted by M. Mottet, adminiftered 
in our prefence, accordirig to the procefs 
we have defcribed; the foup, the injec- 
tion, the f{pecific and purgative bolus, to 
five different fubjects; giving us notice

_- This patient was M. Vincent, a native of 
Neuchatel in Switzerland, who had lived 
three years and a half at Paris, with M. 
Mottet, a dealer in watches,in the place 
Dauphine, he was twenty fix years of 
age, of a lively and delicate temperament, 
and fomewhat thin. He was often fubjeét 
to melancholy colics, diarrhoea accom- 
- panied with difrelifh for food, and alter- 
nately with coftivenefs and good appetite, 
itching at the nofe, together with a pain- 
fl fenfation about the hollow of the fto- 
mach, which extended to the right and 

| left 
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felt like a belt. About five years before, 
he had for the firft time, voided at Neufcha- 
tela portion of Tenia about two feet long, 
after eating a quantity of grapes; three 


years after this, after fuffering colic and 
diarrhoea, he voided feveral other por- 


tions at Paris. Five or fix months after-_ 


wards, having taken a purge, he dif- 
charged two ells more, ‘and after fix 
other months h¢ again voided about the 
fame length of worm after a {pontaneous 
diarrhoea. He was always obliged to

at Paris, he had taken every morning

male fern, and a pugil of liquorice wood, 
in two pints of water till reduced to one; 
and at intervals he took 12 grains of the 
pilula Bontu.

' “The infufficiency of thefe remedies had 
determined him to go to Morat, when he 

learnt that Mrs. Nouffer was at Paris. 
_ He therefore took on the 22d of June the 
foup No. 1. then the injection No. 2, as 
did the four other fubjects, and the next 
morning at fix o'clock the {pecific No. 33 
and at half paft eight the bolus No. 4. 
About an hour after he had taken the 
_ bolus ke had a ftool; in the fecond, which 
was twenty minutes afterwards, that is 
at fifty minutes after nine, the Tenia 
itfelf appeared, and at a quarter after ten 
o’clock was completely voided. This 
Worm which ferved as a model for the 
annexed drawing (Plate 1.) was about

“Madame Dumont of Metz in Lorraine 
had voided for fix years paft, fometimes

lengths, which fell of themfelves and alive. 


The day we faw her treated fhe voided 
another portion, together with fome alca-

Fourth Patient. 


Wadarme Charles of Marcoufhi, fix 
leagues from Paris, had voided . about 
three 
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three years before, feveral ends of a - 
worm of the fame kind, and about the 
end of May, a round worm. She had 
taken feveral medicines---fhe voided no 
worm of any a by this treatment.

The Sieur Daniel, gold{fmith in ‘the | 
rie de la Huchette, had never: voided 
any kind of worms, but he was led to 
fufpeé the exiftence of a folitary Worm, | 
from the fymptoms he felt in his ftomach 
and belly, and from the great ‘quantity 
of whitifh and yellowifh flime he ‘voided 


swith his ftools, and which he confidered — 


as corrupted and diflolved ‘worms. ‘He 
voided much of this vifcid flime-on the 
2d of June, but no worms.

edly. That not one of thefe five patients 
was more incommoded by their evacua- 
tions, than would have been expected

gdly. That they all felt, about a quarter 
of an hour after they had taken the bolus, 
and. the third patient a little before he 
took it, a fenfation as if fomething heavy 
‘was defcending from the ftomach to the 
lower belly. The firft patient felt this 
fenfation in fo remarkable a manner, that 
he judged by the eafe he felt foon after- 
wards in his ftomach, and by the weight 
and embaraflment that took place in his 
lower belly, that his worm had quitted 
its former refidence and was defcended. 


athly. That all thefe patients, after tak-. 
ing the foupe No. 1, the night before, in 
a houle 
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a houfe in which they were afflembled, | 
went to their refpective. homes to fleep, 
and there receive the inje&tion No. 2, 
except the third patient who took one of 
pure water, and afterwards a fecond of 
oil and water. They all returned to the 
houfe the next morning where they-took 
at the fame hour the fpecific No. 3, and 
the bolus No. 4 without being in bed, — 
nor did they lie down the whole day, 
except the third patient who repofed her- 
felf on a bed occafionally, but without — 
taking off her clothes. This patient ex- 
petted the catamenia, which appeared 
the fame day, 


5thly. That all thefe patients dined with 
a good appetite about one o'clock, had 
one or two little evacuations after dinner, |

This firft trial having proved that the 
remedy was an efficacious one and in no

It will be right for the patient 
to drink two or three times of the fame 
water, rincing his eglafs with it, fo that 
none of the powder may remain either in 
the glafs or his mouth.”

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tal, compact, loaded with a great number » 
of appendages (s), placed very clofe to 
each other, and in a vertical direction. 
Thefe appendages which are the remains 
of former ftems (c), are of the fize of 
the little finger, of a blackifh colour 
without, and withinfide of a yellowifh 
complexion ; they are furrounded at their 
bafis by many membranous {cales (p) and 
_are furnifhed underneath with a tuft of 
hairy roots (z); from one end of the prin- 
cipal root, arife feveral ftalks (Fr) which 
- without ramifying, fupport oppofite rows 
(c) of oblong, pinnated leaves (H); thefe 
leaves or pinnz are longeft about the 
middle of the ftalk (1) and become fhorter 
as they approach the fummit (x). The 
_lefler leaves or pinnule (1) are obtufe and 
dentated, and their under furface is load- 
ed in the time of flowering with feveral 
little, round, yellowifh pacquets (™), re-. 
gularly difpofed: the membrane which 
covers each. of thefe, difcovers as its 
fides open, a collection of antherze which 
are at firft yellow, and afterwards of

- Thefe are the 
only parts of fructification that are known 
in this plant, as is the cafe with all thofe 
of the fame genus, the female organs of 
which have not yet been difcovered.

_. The female fern, filix ramofa major, 
pinnulis obtufis non dentatis C. B. Pin. 357. 
Tournefort. Inft. 536:  Pterts aqualina, 
Linnzi, Spec. 1533, polfefies nearly the 
fame properties as the male, according to. 
many phyficians. It is eafily to be dift 
tinguifhed by its fimple root free from 
appendages; by its branching flems; and 
by its pinnz being entire, curling ‘back 
on the inferior furface, and thus cover- 
1 ae em, 
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ing the antherz which are difpoted along 
the edge. 


No. 4. The purgative Bolus. 


“ Take of the panacea of mercury 
fourteen times fublimed, and fele& refin 
of fcammony each ten grains; of frefh 
and good gamboge fix or feven grains; 
reduce each of thefe fubftances fepa- 
rately into powder, and then mix them 
with fome conferve into a bolus.” 


This receipt, which Madame Nouffer 
derives from her hufband, may be vari- | 
edin the dofe ; and fhe has had for many 
years paft the fame fuccefs by reducing 
the proportion of gamboge to four grains: 
it was in this dofe that fhe gave it in the 
bolus fhe adminiftered to each of the five 
patients on the egd of June, 


Madame Nouffer who brought with her 
- from Switzerland her remedies ready 
prepared, had ufed the weights of that 
country, which agree with thofe ufed in 

. Germany, 
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Germany, where the dram is divided 
only into fixty grains. It refulted from 
_ this therefore, that to compofe a purga- 

tive bolus of the fame weight here, it 
~ would be neceffary, to add a fixth part to 
each dofe, and put twelve grains of the 
panacea, as many of the fcammony, and 
4 grains fix fourths of gamboge; the Paris 
. dram being divided into feventy-two 
grains. We difcovered too, that altho’ 
Madame Nouffer, following her huf 
band’s inftructions, had commonly ufed 
the refin of {cammony, fhe had without 


knowing it, purchafed refin of jalap in its. - 
ftead, but had perceived no difference in - 


the effects. She had complained indeed, 
that this refin when reduced to powder 
appeared of a yellowifh colour, whereas, 
that employed by her hufband, and 
which fhe of courfe preferred, became of 


alight green colour. As foon as we were ~ 


fufficiently acquainted with thefe reme- 
dies, M. Cadet undertook to compofe 
them before us, in the prefence of Ma- 
dame Nouffer and M. Mottet, who found 
them all very well prepared. The fern 

root 
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root that was ufed on this accafion was 
gathered in the laft autumn and was well 
dried. All its ufelefs parts were re- 
‘moved, and the remainder was carefully 
powdered. This powder was divided 
into feveral portions, each of three drams. 
The panacea mercurii was mercurius 
dulcis, feven times fublimed. The refin 
of f{cammony had been prepared the day 
before, by evaporating even to drynefs a 
ftrong tincture ofAleppo fcammony, made 
with fpirit of wine. This refin when * 
viewed inthe mafs was ofa blackifhcolour, 
‘but when feparated into thin laminz be- 
came tranfparent and of the colour of | 
hyacinth; being powdered, it appeared of 
a greemifh white. We began this pre- 
-paration by rubbing the {fcammony in 
a glafs ‘mortar, and then adding the 
mercurius dulcis and gamboge, till 
the whole was reduced to a very fine: 
powder. It was then made into the 
form of an electuary by a fufficient 
quantity (from 48 to 60 grains) of the 
conferve of hyacinth. In this manner 
feveral bolufles were prepared, each of 

which 
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which contained ten grains of mercurius 
dulcis, the fame quantity of {cammony, 
and four grains of gamboge, Paris weight. 


Thefe different pacquets were fealed, 
and the foup No. 1. was given the fame 
night at M. Cadets, to the patients who 
were totake the fpecific. They met to-’ 
gether again the next morning, June 26, 
when they were treated in the way that 
has been defcribed, and the refult of this . 
treatment was as follows. 


Firft Patient. 


Mademoifelle le Grand of the canton 
of Fribourg in Switzerland, aged thirty 
three years, and who had lived nine 
years at Paris with Mr. Naudon, riie | 
du Four, Fauxbourg St. Germains, 
informed us that five years ago fhe per- 
ceived fhe had a Jolitary Worm, hav- 
ing voided a portion of it after taking 
a.common purge, fhe never felt any 
itching at the nofe, but fhe had frequent . 
attacks of colic, and of a throbbing fen- 


fatbe 
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fation about the hollow of the ftomach ; to 
thefe fymptoms were jomed, difrelifh for 
food; naufea,and frequent vomitings of a 
watery fluid; an almoft conftant diarrhoea; 
a frequent fenfation of fomething that 
feemed to rife into the throat as if to 
ftrangle her, exciting at the fame time 
an effort to vomit,.and which ceafed the 
moment fhe fwallowed. Her menftrua- 
tion was irregular, and fhe felt every 
_month flight dizzinefs. Her ftools were 
whitifh, as happens after living much 
on milk. She had for five weeks paft 
been taking an infufion of fern root, made 
with water in which quickfilver had been 


boiled. 


At feven o'clock in the morning, we 
gave her the powder No. g, in the full 
dofe of three drams. About half after 
eight fhe felt her ftomach as it were ~ 
newly relieved; this was fucceeded by a 
weight in the lower belly. At nine o'clock 
' fhe took only three quarters of the bolus. 
No. 4 ---She had been fo accuftomed to 
puke that we feared to give her the full 

dofe, 


rd 
dofe, and this cautious mode of proceed- 
ing, together with our fubftituting the , 
Paris weight for that of Germany, retarded 
the evacuations fo much, that about 
eleven o'clock we found it neceffary to | 
give her two drams of purging falt; 
the fame dofe was repeated five hours 
afterwards, and at the expiration of ano- 
ther hour we prefcribed the injection 
No. g. She had dined with a good ap- 
petite at two oclock, but about half an 
hour’ after receiving the injeCtion fhe 
threw up all that fhe had ate. The vomit- 
ing returned feveral times during the reft 
of the day and night: her flools during 
that time were to the amount of eighteen 
or twenty; but they were all in very 
fmall quantity, and latterly they were 
frothy and of a whitifh colour. The 
weight in the lower belly which began 
to be felt about an hour and a half after 
fhe took the {pecific, continued till about ~ 
four in the morning. She had then for - 
the firft time a copious evacuation, in 
which fhe voided in bundles two well 
formed ‘Teniz, feveral ells in length, 
| F | ee: 
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and about five tenths of an inch wide. 


Each of thefe worms was terminated by a 


“tapering neck or thread. In one of them 
this thread was an ell long ; ; in the other 
it was much fhorter. T hefe worms were 
foft, and very eafy to be broken: this 
feemed to be occafioned by their long 
ftay in the large inteflines. This evacu- 
ation was followed by three other {maller 
{lools, and the patient went home per- 
—— cured. 


- Second Patient. 


Mrs. Cornu, a native of Baumont in 
the canton of Fribourg in Switzerland, 


aged thirty-eight years; and who has 


lived for fix years paft at Paris with the 
Marchionefs D’Albert, rite Caflette, Faux- 
bourg St. Germain, difcovered when fhe 
was only feventeen years of age, that fhe 
had a folitary Worm, having at that time 
voided large portions of it ina diarrhoea 
with which fhe was attacked during her 
lying in. — During the three following 
years fhe felt no inconvenience, but at 
| | the 
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diarrhoea which continued almoft incef- 
fantly during eighteen months: — Her * 
food confifted wholly of milk and gruel. 
This was fucceeded by violent attacks 
of colic which came on every two months: 
that which fhe experienced laft winter, 
lafted a much longer time than ufual, and 
was accompanied by a diarrhoea, during 
which, fhe voided five pretty confiderable 
portions of Tenia. Sometimes her belly 
was bound for feven or eight days toge- 
ther, after which fhe had griping, watery 
ftools,.in which. fhe evacuated much 
flime intermixed with pellicles of a dark — 
colour. Thefe frequent returns of diar- 
rhoea have occafioned an habitual pro- 
lapfus ani. Befides all thefe fymptoms, her 
menftruation has been irregular; fhe has 


fometimesf{ufferedduringamonthormore, | 


an almoft conftant naufea without vomit- 
ing; palpitations after the leaft motion; 
pier about the umbilical region, but none 
at the ftomach; and itchings at the nofe 


and rectum. 
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She took three drams of the fpecific 
the 26th of June at feven in the morning, 
and at nine o'clock alittle more than half 
the purgative bolus. The caufes which 
had retarded the action of the purge in 
the firfl patient, produced fimilar effets 


in this, and fhe felt nearly the fame 


fymptoms: fhe did not however feel 
her. ftomach relieved in the manner 
the former patient had experienced. 
About half an hour after one, fhe took 
two drams of purging falt; dined at two 
oclock with a good appetite ; and at four, 
received the injection No. 2. In the courfe 
of the day and the night, fhe had fourteen 
or fifteen middling ftcols without pain. 
She was difpofed to fleep in the night, 
‘ut was interrupted by feveral evacua- 
tions, four or five of which were more 
‘confiderable than the former ones. In 
the morning it was difcovered that fhe 
had voided two diftinét Teniz. M. de 
Juffieu who had flept at M. Cadets, faw 
‘one of them at half an hour after fix 
oclock, alive andin motion. Thefe two 
worms which were foft, and divided into 

feveral 
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feveral portions, were nearly an inch 
wide: one of them was of a greyifh white; 
the other was fomewhat thinner, and of a 
yellowifh colour. The patient notwith- 
-ftanding her evacuations, found herfelf 
exceedingly well. It is right to obferve, 
that Madame Nouffer had given her fome 
vermifuge remedies, three weeks before, 
with a view to difcover by the evacua- 


tion, what kind of worm occafioned the - 


- complaints. — Thefe worm cakes, the 

-compofition of which will be defcribed 
in the poftf{cript (No. 6) purged the patient 
during three days, nearly forty times each 
day, and weakened her very much, but 
without expelling any worm. Ten days 
afterwards, however, fhe voided fome 
afcarides, and a portion of Tenia four or

Third Patient. 


The third patient was the Sieur Allain, 
of the riie Charpentiere at Paris, of a 
pretty good habit of body. This pa- 
| tient 
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tient voided a portion of folitary Worm (c) 
about thirty years ago, after an attack of 


~ eodlic and diarrhoea. Since that time, he 


has conflantly had a return of the fame 
complaint four or five times every year, 
which has as conftantly ended in the fame 
manner, by his voiding portions of Tenia, 
which he has alwaysbeenobligedtobreak. 
He has felt during almoft the whole of 
this time a dull heavy pain about the 
umbilical region ; together with ficknefs 
at the ftomach; fometimes dizzinefs; lan- 
suor and pain in his limbs; difrelifh for 
food; and now and then, itching at the 
nofe. 


"He took three drams of the {fpecific at 
feven o'clock in the morning, and the 
whole purgative bolus at nine. He foon 
found his ftomach relieved of its ordinary 
-’ weight, which feemed to be got down into

fe] He was fhewn a Tenia Cucurbitina, and a 
Tenia Lata, he was then certain that the worm he 
had voided, refembled the latter of thefe.

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the lower belly. He felt a fenfation about

{tool.. In order to accelerate the evacua- 


tions, we gave him half an ounce of purg- 


ing falt about noon, and as much more an 
hour afterwards. At two o'clock he ate | 
with a good appetite, and at four received 
the injection No. 2. Another injeGtion of 
warm water and three drams of common 
falt was thrown up at fix o'clock. The 
evacuations were not in any great number 
during the day, but in the courfe of the 
night he had tw2nty copious ftools, and. 
at five o'clock the next morning he was 
_ relieved of the weight he had felt at the 
rectum. ‘This was found to be the worm 
collected into a bundle. After this he 
had fome other flight watery ftools. The 
Tenia meafured between five and fix ells 
in length; its neck or thread was very 
long, and its body broad and thick. It 
was. of an afh colour, and its long fay 
in the large inteftines had foftened it 
much. The thin part of its neck was 
broken off, and reduced to the confiftence

F Ser Patient, 


' While we were at M. ee on the 
evening of the 26th, with the patients 
whom we have juft now mentioned, 
Margaret Schmidt, a native of St. Peterf- 
_ burgh, came to requetft. us to give her the 
remedy at the fame time. This patient 
who has been ayear at Paris to learn mid- 
wifery, under M. Le Bas, furgeon in the 
riie Chriftine, is thirty-two years of age, 
and of a thin and delicate habit of body. 
- She informed us that fhe began to void 
portions of Tenia, ten years ago, and 
that fhe brought away a piece ten days 
before fhe came to us.. The fymptoms 
fhe complained of, were an unealy fenfa- 
tion about the flomach, which extended 
round her like a belt; head ach; dizzi- 
nefs; naufea; colic; pain in the loins; 
itchings at the nofe; and fometimes, tho’ 
rarely, diarrhoea. She faid fhe had taken © 
forme medicines in Ruffia, but fhe re- 

mem-

membered nothing concerning their com- 
pofition. At Paris fhe had taken no- 
thing. 
We directed her to the ufe of the — 
_ panada and injection, and the next morn- 
ing June 27th, at three quarters after fix 
o'clock, fhe took three drams and a half 
of the fpecific; and at half an hour after — 
nine, the bolus, compofed of ten grains of 
mercurius dulcis, ten of the refin of fcam- 
mony and five of gamboge, ‘German 
weight (g).

The Sieur Olivau one of the patients 
of the 23d of June, who both the times he 
had been treated before, had voided por- 
tions of the Tenia cucurbitina, brought 
away nothing im this third trial; to which 

i he 
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he had defired to fubmit himfelf. We 
therefore prefumed that he was perfedlly 
cured. The Sieur Daniel, another pati- 
ent who defired likewife to repeat the 
fame treatment, voided only a quantity of 
mucus, which relieved him much, and 
he was then convinced that his complaints 
were not occafioned by a Tenia. 


' Thefe are the experiments we made to ~ 


afcertain the efficacy of Madame Nouf- 
fer’s remedy; and we are fo well fatis- 


fied with them, that we fully give it our » 


approbation. | 


This f{pecifit, however, is not to be con- 
fidered as a new difcovery; the efficacy 
of Fern in cafes of Tenia having been 

known long ago. Theophraftus (4) pre-

Dorftenius(z), Valerius 
Cordus, Dodonzus, Mathiolus, Dalecham- 
pius, who commented on Diofcorides, or 
copied him in many things, all mention 
the fern.root as a {pecific againft the Te- 
nia. Sennertus (4), and Burnet after him, 

recommended in fimilar cafes an infufion 
of this plant, or a dram of its powder for

dults. Simon Paulus (/) quoted by Ray. 
and Geoffroy, confiders it as the moft ef- 
ficacious of all poifons againft the flat 
worm, and as being the bafis of all the 
fecret remedies extolled by Empirics in 
that difeafe. Andry (génér. des Vers, pages 
246 and 249) prefers diftilled fern water to 
the root in powder, or he employs it only 
in the form of an opiate, or mixed with 
other fubftances. 


Thefe are not the only authors who have 
_mentioned the Tenia; many others have 
defcribed this worm, the fymptoms it 
excites, and the treatment proper to ex-

pel it. Almoft all of them mention the 
fern root, but at the fame time they point 
out other remedies as pofleffing equal . 
efficacy. Amongit thefe we find the bark 
of the root of the tnulberry tree, the juice 
of the auricula muris (m) the roots of 
chameleon niger (n), ginger, zedoary ; de-_ 
coctions of mugwort, fouthernwood, 
wormwood, penyroyal, origanum, hyflop, 
and in general, of all bitter and aromatic 
plants, &c. Some of them direét the 
Ipecitic to be fimply mixed and taken’ 
in wine or honey and water; others join 
to it the ufe of fome purgative remedy 
which they fay adds to its efficacy.

for adopting this method. If we give, fays 
he, the purgative: medicine and the {peci- 
fic at the fame time; the latter will be 


= haftily carried off, before it can have ex- 


erted its powers on the worm: whereas 
if we give the {pecific firft, and thus weak- 
en the worm, it will collect itfelf into a 
bundle, and being brought away by 
means of the purge, the patient will be 
cured. The cure will be more fpeedy 
if the primz viz have been previoully 
lubricated. Thefe precautions are all of 


them effential to the fuccefs of the re- 


medy, nor are they neglected by Madame 
Nouffer in her .method of treatment. 
The panada and injection fhe préfcribes 
the night before, to lubricate the inteftines . 
and prepare the prime vie. The fern 
root taken in the morning, kills and de- . 
taches the worm: of this the patients 
are fenfible by the ceffation of the pain 
in the ftomach, and by the weight that is 
felt in the lower belly. The purgative 
bolus adminiftered two hours after this, 
procures a complete evacuation; it is 
compofed of fubftances that are at once 
H purga-

purgative and vermifuge, and which 
even when adminiftered alone, by differ- 
ent phyficians, fometimes fucceeded in 
expelling the worm. If this purgative 
fhould appear to be too flrong, the reader 
will be pleafed to recollect, that it pro- 
duced no ‘ill effects in either of the 
‘cafes that came under our obferva- 
tion; and that in one of thofe cafes, by 
diminifhing the dofe, we evidently re- 
-tarded the evacuations. Regard however 
is to be had both to the age and the tem- 
perament of the patient, and the treat- 
ment fhould always be direfied by a 
prudent and experienced phyfician, who 
~ may know how to vary the proportions 
of the dole, as circumflances may require, 
If the purgative is not of fufficient f{lrength, 
the worm after being detached by the 
{pecific, remains too Jong a time in the 
inteftines, and pecans foon corrupted, 
is brought away only in detached por- 
- tions: on the other hand if the purgative 
is too ftrong, it occafions too much irri- 
tation, and evacuations that cannot fail to 
be inconvenient. «

Madame Nouffer’s long experience has 
taught her to diftinguifh all thefe circum- 
{tances with fingular adroitnefs. 


This method of cure is, as we have feen, 
copied in a great meafure from the anci-— 
ents; it may be poflible to produce the 
fame effects by varying the: remedies; 
but the manner of applying them is by 
no means indifferent: we fhall be always 
more certain of fuccefs, if the inteftines 
are previoufly evacuated, and if the {pe- 
cific is given fome time. before the pur- 
gative bolus. It is to this method that 
we think Madame Nouffer’s conftant fuc- 
cefs is to be Senos 


Her remedy has iikewile fonie power 
over the Tenta cucurbitina, but as the 
ringsof this worm feparate fromeach other 
more ealily than thofe.of the Tenia lata, 
itis almoft impoffible for it to be expelled 
entiré. It will be neceflary therefore to 
repeat the treatment feveral times, till the 
patient ceafes. to void any portions of — 
worms. It muft likewife be repeated if 

ees se after 
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after the expulfion of one folitary Worm 
another fhould be generated in the intefti- 
- nal canal. This laft cafe is fo rare, that 
it has been fuppofed that no perfon can 
have more than one of thefe worms, and for 
this reafon it has been named /Jolitary 
Worm, which being once removed could 
never be renewed or replaced by a fe- 
‘cond: but our own experience has prov- 
ed, that this notion is an ill founded pre- 
judice, and we know that fometimes 
thefe worms fucceed each other, and that 
_ fometimes many of them exift together. 
~ »Two living Teniz have frequently been 
expelled from the fame patient. We had 
three examples of thison the 26th and 
-e7th of June, and to thefe we may add 
a fourth and ftill more ftriking inftance 
related by M. de Haen (7), of a woman 
who voided eighteen entire Teniz at 
once. In thefe cafes the fymptoms are 
ufually more alarming, and the appetite

becomes exceffive, becaufe thefe worms | 
derive all their nourifhment from the 
chyle. If too auftere and ill judged a 
regimen deprives them of this, they- may 
be: expected to attack even the mem- . 
branes of the inteftines themfelves. This 
evil is to be avoided by eating frequently. 
Such are the precautions indicated in this 
difeafe. The ordinary vermifuge reme- 
dies commonly procured only a palliative 
cure, perhaps becaufe they were too often 
improperly adminiftered. The efficacy 
of that which we now offer to the public, 
feems to be confirmed by experience. It 
was our duty by making it public as foon 
as poflible, to fulfil the benevolent inten- 
tions of our fovereign, who defires that 
difcoveries which promifé to be ufeful to 
his fubjects, may be made known as foon 
as poflible.—We therefore pafled flightly 
over the natural hiftory of worms, and 
- have dwelt more particularly on that part 
_ of the fubjeét which was the more inter- 
efting to us, becaufe it related to the 
health of our-fellow citizens. So that 
-_ after having defcribed in a few words, the 

, two 
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- two principal kinds of Tenia, and after 
having diftinguifhed the character of each; 
together with the fymptoms which de- 
note their exiftence in the human body, 
we pafled on immediately to the method of 
cure, and to an examination of the re- 
medy propofed. The experiments that 
we made to afcertain its eflicacy, and to 
‘point out the nature of its compofition, 
have been defcribed with a care and ex- 
-aétitude which may be thought perhaps 
to be unneceflarily tedious and minute. 
But we conceived that thefe details were 
_ the more important, as this {pecific for 
_ the folitaryWorm, after havingbeen known 
to the ancient Greeks, and recommended 
from time to time by phyficians of the 
firft diftinction,. was fallen, together with 
many. others, into oblivion and even 
into contempt, becaule it had not always 
been given with equal fircceis, 3 ais 
difference in the refult feems to have 
arifen on the one hand, from the fpecific 
itfelf and the manner of admuiniftering 
it, not having been def{cribed with Greece 
ent care; and on the other, from phy-

ficians having deviated too much from 
the practice of the fathers of medicine, 
without confidering fo muchas they ought 
to do, that changes the moft favourable in 
appearance, will often render remedies 
of no ufe, altho former experience may

Madame Nouffer gave thefe pills only 
to peafants « of a flrong habit of body, who 


_ after having voided portions of the W orm 


by the preceding method, were defirous 
of going from Morat, and carrying home 


with them fome remedy which might 


compleat their cure. Thefe pills being, 


by ‘no means proper for every tempera- 


ment. The fern root and purgative bo- 
lus, as producing the fame effect after fe- 
veral dofes, and being lefs aCtive, ought to 
be preferred. | 


_ No. 6. Vermifuge and purgative Troches. 


Take of refin of jalap and mercurivs 
dulcis, each two drachms; coral, a drachm 
and 
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and a fcruple; ceruffe or white lead (a) 
two drachms and two {cruples. White 
fugar, fix ounces. Reduce each of thefe 
fubftances into fine powder, taking care 
to fift the fugar and coral, and then add- 
ing a jufficient quantity of gum-tragacanth, 
to form the whole into a mafs, which is to 
be divided into one hundred and fifty 
troches. Thefe cakes, when carefully 
dried, and kept dry in boxes, will keep 
good many years. 


When the patient is to take any of thefe 
cakes, fome of them are to be put intoa

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cup. About fix ounces of fleet-milk is to 
he boiled, and half of it poured on the 
cakes: when they are diffolved, the pa- 
tient is to drink this portion of the milk, 
and then to rince the cup with the re- 
mainder of it, that‘he may be fure he takes 
the whole of the medicine. 


Thefe cakes are not. fufficient for de- 
firoying the Tenia, they only bring away 
portions of it. Madame Nouffer, who 
well knew this, ufually employed them 
before-hand, that fhe might difcover, by 
fome evacuation, the kind of Worm fhe 
had to engage with (b). If it was found 
to be the Tenia, fhe had recourfe to her

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particular mode of treatment. If the pa- 


- tient had only common round worms, 
fhe continued the ufe of thefe worm- 
cakes, during three days. The firft day 
fhe ufually gave children three of the 


_ cakes; and feven or nine to adults, con- . 


{tantly attending to the difference of 
age and temperament. The fecond or 
third day, fhe either increafed or dimi- 
nifhed the dofe, being direéted in this by 
their effects the preceding day. The re- 
‘gimen fhe prefcribed on thefe occafions, 


was fuch as is ufual with patients who oe 


take an ordinary purge. 
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
